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(8) In clause 11 (2j the existing sub-clauses (d), (e), (f) will be renumbered 
as (e), (I), (g) and new sub-clauses (h), ii), and (j) shall be inserted, 
namely; 

“(h) life saving equipment;— 

(i) by hospitals or medical Institutions for their own use; 

(h) by any individual for his personal use on production of an essen¬ 
tiality certificate from a registered medical practitioner or from 
a hospital/medical Institution, to the customs authorities. 

(i) spare parts of agricultural tractors permissible for import under the 

import trade control policy In force at the time of importation 
by any individual having imported agricultural tractors for his 
own use provided the c.l.f. vmue of such goods shall not exceed 
one thousand two hundred and fifty rupees in a financial year, 
subject to the condition that at the time of clearance the importer 
shall be required to give a declaration to the customs authorities 
to the effect that the c.i.f. value of such goods already Imported 
during the same financial year does not exceed one thousand two 
hundred and Mty rupees. 

(j) technical and scientific books, permissible for imports under the 

import trade control policy in force at the time of importation by 
an individual, for his own use, provided the c.i.f. value of such 
goods imported at any one time shall not exceed five hundred 
rupees.”

Open General Licence No. IV—Amendment of 

S.O. 1909,—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports 
and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following further amendment to the Open General Licence No. IV 
published in the Government of Indio, late Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
import Trade Control Order No. 2/0l, dated the 2Bth February, 1981, as subse¬ 
quently amended, namely;—• 

In the said Licence, under item (lit), for the existing sub-clause, (A), the 
following sub-clause shall be deemed to have been inserted:— 

"(A) are bona fide technical and trade samples supplied free of charge not 
exceeding Rs. 1,000 in c.i.f. value in ope consignment, or bona fide 
advertising matter, supplied free of charge not exceeding lls. 40() in 
c.l.f. value in one consignment, excepting "vegetable ape^s” falling 
under Serial No. 36 and "new drugs” as defined in rules 30-A of the 
Drugs Rules 1945, falling un.der Serial Nos, 87 and 109 of Part IV of 
the Import Trade Control Schedule: 

Provided that such samples or advertising matter are not sold by the importer;
